REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 14 are allowed over the prior art of record since the cited 

references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose pre- 
assianing select tones for each remaining user of the plurality of users that has 
not been permanently assigned tones for the transmit time interval; selecting a 
remaining user haying least fayorable channel conditions as an actiye user: and 
permanently assigning to the active user the select OFDM tones pre-asslgned to 
the active user, wherein once the select tones are permanently assigned to the 
active user, the active user is no longer a remaining user. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Mattisson et al. (US 6246713, Jan 12. 2001 ) 
shows reduce the bandwidth to a level that it thinks Is reasonable, the units start on a 
present bandwidth and adjust it later on and the new bandwidth value Is negotiated 
before communication continues. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Ji et al. (US 20050096061 , May. 5, 2005) 
shows Subbands (OFDM tones) In the set assigned to the sector are then allocated to the 
users, the subband allocation performed for one user at a time until all users have been 
allocated. The process then terminates. 

However, Mattisson et al. and Ji. et al. fails to disclose or render obvious the 
above underlined limitations as claimed.
